Many times during the past five years, especially around 
examination time, it has seemed to us that this night would 
never come.

MY UNITED NATION’S TOUR 

On Saturday* October 23, 1955, the dream of a life time 
came true* I found myself in the company of five other 
Windsor students and a charming chaperone, Miss Elizabeth 
Magee, upon a streamlined train speeding towards fabulous 
New York City* the home of the United Nations, 

Tense and excited, we arrived in Grand Central Station 
some 13 weary hours later. We were whisked off at the 


great speed New York taxis are noted for* to the Barbizon 
Hotel for Women w here we enjoyed very pleasant accom¬ 
modation during our four-day visit. Exhausted, we tumbled 
into bed but looked forward to the following days w-ith 
great anticipation, 

Sunday w r as reserved for sight seeing and the weather w-as 
most obliging. After attending early morning services at the 
magnificent St. Patrick's Cathedral we strolled down world- 
famous 5th Avenue, visited the Museum of Natural History, 
took a delightful 35-mile cruise around the entire Manhattan 
Island and Statue of Liberty* and took an invigorating vvalk 
about the observation tower of the Empire State Building, 
102 stories above the ground. That evening w-e enjoyed a 
show at the beautiful Radio City Music Hall. 

Monday morning w-as met with eager enthusiasm by all. 
We w-ere escorted by Mr. Guerin, the secretary of the Cana¬ 
dian delegation, to the East River site for our first dose 
glimpse of the U. N. buildings. The "sight’ 1 was truly breath¬ 
taking* The Secretariat Building, a massive structure of 
w'hite marble, steel and glass rose 39 stories above us. and 
provided a sharp contrast to the low sweeping lines of its 
sister building, the General Assembly Hall. We w-ere deeply 
impressed by the artistically landscaped surroundings and 
the seven huge, gleaming, nickle doors, the gift of Canada, 
which admitted us to the interior. 

This feeling was carried over as w-e were taken on a 
guided tour of the buildings. Our Sw-edish guide explained 
the deep symbolic meaning of each chamber mural and 
article wdthin. 

The Hon, Paul Martin, head of the Canadian delegation, 
was an extremely cordial host. We had the great honour of 
dining with him in the delegates’ lounge, a privilege seldom 
granted outsiders, and later saying a silent prayer in the 
Meditation Chapel, This room, he explained to us, although 
devoid of any religious symbols, was used by many great 
men such as Anthony Eden and Viacheslav Molotov, w-ho 
each in his own way asked for supreme guidance before 
delivering an important speech. 

For our first experience in witnessing this giant organiza¬ 
tion at work, we sat in on the discussions of the Trusteeship 
Council that afternoon. I was very impressed, as 1 listened 
through the earphones provided—(these translated the 
speaker’s words into Spanish, English, Chinese, Russian and 
French simultaneously) at the discussion involved over even 
the most minute detail in the wording of an agreement 

That evening I saw my first television show and was 
amazed by the intricate w-orkings which go together to make 
up "The Caesar Hour” starring Sid Caesar. 

Tuesday morning provided us with a few- very dramatic 
moments. No sooner w-ere we seated at a discussion of the 
Adhoc Political Committee* than a delegation rose and 
walked out of the meeting. The chairman, much to our 
astonishment declared the meeting to be adjourned. We 
later learned that South Africa refused to remain while the 
Committee discussed her racial problems, a topic over which 
she proclaimed they had no jurisdicition. 

The climax of our trip came that afternoon w'hen we 
entered the vast and awe-inspiring General Assembly Hall. 
Here we were extremely fortunate to be able to see the 60 
member nations deciding on vital questions already well dis¬ 
cussed by the various sub-committees. This assembly of 
delegates which convenes for only three months of the year 
drew' our visit to the United Nations to a fitting close. 

After visiting the souvenir shop w-e made our w-ay back 
downtown and spent the evening at the traditional little 
"Theatre off Times Square” where we were well entertained 
by the w'onderful talent of Victor Barge, 

Returning home Wednesday I couldn’t believe that the 
events of the past few' days had really happened. I had seen 
world-famous buildings, landmarks and people, but above 
all* I had seen common people of sixty nations working to¬ 
gether in a united effort for peace; I had shared with them 
their joy in the celebration of the tenth anniversary of the 
signing of the U. N. Charter, I could not help but feel that 
w-ith the faith and prevailing optimistic attitude of these 
people, somehow* through this great medium, they would 
attain peace.

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FLASH A WINNING SMILE 

There is a popular song which contains the words, "A 
smile will go a long, long, way.” How true that line is.

During the last Canadian Exhibition in Toronto I watched 
the effect of a smile. The sun was beating down on the 


hundreds of visitors crowding the benches before the Band 
Shell. A place to sit was hard to find and sometimes not 
easy to reach. In one rather difficult spot a not too well- 
dressed elderly woman was trying to reach an empty seat; 
as she made her way through the limited space past the 
paper bags and the tired knees, she smiled brightly at each 
person with a murmured H 'excuse me.” or "pardon me.” Not 
one failed to smile in return, A smile seemed to ripple 
across their faces like the ripples on water when a stone is 
thrown into its depth. 

Smiles provide the oil that can help keep the machinery 
of home life running smoothly. 1 don't know who wrote 
these lines but they are full of meaning: ”If you and !—just 
you and I—should smile instead of worry; if we should grow 
—just you and I—kinder and sweater hearted perhaps in 
some near by and by a good time might get started, then 
what a happy time ‘twould be for you and me—for you and 
me!” 

I don't advocate going around with a perpetual grin. Like 
the "loud laugh” in Goldsmith's "Deserted Village," it might 
be thought to bespeak one's facial appearance. It brightens 
the eyes and keeps the corners of the mouth from drooping 
dolefully. 

So, how about a smile ?
